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ESPERANTO IN THE SCHOOLS 

On Saturday, 5th January, in the Council 
Room of University College, Gower St., 
at 3.0, a meeting for teachers who are 
Esperantists was held by the B.E.A. 
Education Committee. 

Over 30 w 7 ere present from 16 districts, 
representing most types of educational 
activity, from the university to the 
elementary school. 

The Chair was taken by Mr. Nowell 
Smith, M.A., formerly Headmaster of 
Sherborne. Expressions of regret for inability 
to be present were received from Dr. 
Cloudesley Brereton, Dr. G. P. Gooch, 
Prof. J. J. Findlay, Dr. C. W. Kimmins, 
and many others. 

No resolutions were passed, the object 
of the meeting being merely to enable 
teachers to compare experiences and 
opinions on questions relative to the 
teaching of Esperanto in the schools, 
and to collect ideas and suggestions for 
subsequent consideration. 

The following were the main subjects 
considered :— 

(a) A scheme of prizes for school-children 
learning Esperanto ; to be awarded by 
yearly examination in various age-groups in 
each school concerned. This will be 
considered by the B.E.A. in due course, and 
there is little doubt that some such scheme 
will be agreed. 

( b) Esperanto in the school curriculum. 
Under this heading several teachers from 
schools in which Esperanto is now being 
taught detailed local arrangements, 
difficulties, and successes. Mr. F. G. Poole, 
Secretary of the Coseley Education Com¬ 
mittee, "wrote that he saw a great opening 
for Esperanto in the new Senior Schools. 
Mention was made of schools in which 


Esperanto was taken up by school societies. 
Considerable discussion took place as to the 
best means of obtaining official recognition 
of Esperanto as a school examination 
subject. Perhaps we can expect no 
immediate decision of the kind. Neverthe¬ 
less, with the increasingly favourable 
attitude of authorities, and the growing 
number of teachers and schools interested 
(thanks to the pioneer classes in many 
schools, to the steady work of the Education 
Committee, and to demonstration lectures 
arranged by the B.E.A.), the way is getting 
clearer to steps in this direction. 

(c) The attitude of Local Education 
Authorities and Inspectors. Examples were 
given of local authorities who were at first 
sceptical, but became favourable after 
investigation and trial. An interesting 
report was given of favourable opinions 
expressed by inspectors visiting schools 
where Esperanto instruction was in progress. 
If properly approached, authorities are 
generally more ready to allow classes than 
might be anticipated. 

Other matters discussed were (d) Publicity 
Work at Educational conferences and 
meetings (teachers were urged to ask for an 
Esperanto talk at local teachers' meetings), 
and (e) the Exhibition of Esperanto school- 
work, to be displayed at the B.E.A. Annual 
Conference in Southend at Whitsuntide. 

(/) In connection with the increasing need 
for competent teachers, and the recent 
institution of a Teachers’ Diploma, the 
question was raised of the provision of 
suitable courses for teachers and for the 
Teachers' Diploma. No practical suggestions 
were made, and perhaps little can be done 
officially until there are signs that such 
classes would receive sufficient support. 

A hearty vote of thanks was passed to 
the College authorities for the use of the 
room ; to the Chairman for the admirable 
way in which he conducted the meeting ; 
and to Miss V. C. Nixon, Secretary of the 
Education Committee, to whom we owe a 
meeting likely to bear much good fruit. 


IN THE CAR 

Beyond visits to Southend Esperanto 
Society and Jordans’ Social Club early in 
the month, the chief propaganda tour in 
December was one to Warwickshire, York¬ 
shire and Durham. 

This started with a visit to the group in 
Birmingham on Dec. 10th. The next 
morning, at Halesowen Grammar School, 
170 younger pupils had a lesson, and nearly 


all bought a book. On the 12th the day was 
spent at Purlwell School in Batley, where 
three classes were visited. Here a number 
of boys are being taught Esperanto by the 
Head, and several teachers are studying the 
language. Mr. Kersley’s class at Dewsbury 

in the evening proved to be small, but keen. 
On the 13th, 80 children in the Cathedral 
School, Bradford, had a two hours’ lesson, 
and despite local difficulties made surprising 
progress. At Cockburn High School, Leeds, 
in the afternoon, 250 seniors were wonder¬ 
fully responsive : the time was all too 
short. The evening was spent with 50 
ladies at the Women’s Unemployed Centre, 
Bradford (some of whom will certainly join 
the local class), and afterwards with the 
local group. On the 14th, 100 elder girls 
at Roundhay High School, Leeds, had a 
demonstration lesson for lj hours. One 
of the teachers here being an Esperantist, 
may perhaps be able to follow up the 
interest awakened. At West Leeds High 
School in the afternoon 120 elder boys and 
eight teachers gave us a very keen hearing. 
The Leeds group arranged a propaganda 
meeting in the evening, which was well 
attended. This group is plainly well alive. 
A N.E. Federation meeting at Gateshead on 
15th December was one of the most enjoy¬ 
able the writer has attended. The chief 
item was a brilliant lantern lecture by 
Mr. A. R. Fairbairn on “Some Congresses 
I have attended.” On Sunday afternoon 
70 children were visited at Newcastle 
Institute for the Blind. Local blind friends 
supported the speaker, and hope to form 
a class as a result. On the 17th a talk was 
given to 80 elder boys (or rather young men) 
at the Royal Grammar School in Newcastle, 
and afterwards a lesson to a class of younger 
boys. Books left here were found to be 
insufficient in number, and a further supply 
was sent for. In the afternoon a talk to 
100 children at Greenside Senior School, 
Ryton, where the Head had visited the 
Antwerp Congress. On Dec. 18th, talks 
were given to 300 girls in two groups at 
the Girls’ County School, Bishop Auckland ; 
some of the girls greeting the speaker with 
an Esperanto chorus beautifully sung. The 
children subscribed 13/- to the Car Fund. 
On the 19th, at Bradford, 160 children at 
the Priestman Central School for \\ hours, 
and 150 girls at the Gregory School for two 
hours, formed ideal audiences, and even 
then the children wanted more. 

In the evening the local group in 
Doncaster showed undoubted progress; 
it is in very capable hands, and we 
anticipate great things here. On the 
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following morning a return visit was paid 
to Halesowen Grammar School, to an 
audience of 150 seniors. The Headmaster 
joined the B.E.A., and encouraged the 
scholars to study Esperanto during the 
holidays. 

The success of this visit, in which over 
1,000 books were disposed of, is due to the 
many who by hospitality or in other ways 
helped to make it possible, and particularly 
to Mr. J. W. Mann, Mr. A. R. Fairbairn, 
and Miss W. Carter, for local introductions. 


During 1934 visits have been paid in the 
car to 82 schools, 10 Federations, 27 
Groups, and 64 other bodies, the total 
number of addresses given being 183.

Some Weak Points of Occidental Summarized

(a) Lack of precise delimitation : -a may 
indicate a female being, but need not ; 
-ment, -age both indicate not only a 
concrete action, but also its result or 
the means to its attainment (-age, in 
addition, indicating time and place 
of action, and even the fee paid for it). 

(b) Multiplicity of deriving affixes for 
what is substantially the same 
logical function, e.g., the abstract 
qualit} 7, indicated in friendship, human¬ 
ly, length, greatness, is in Occidental 

represented by -ie, -/a, -ore, and -ĉss 

respectively; with odd non-international 
differentiations in connection with the 
same root ( aliess, altore, altitk). 

2. Several of the rather finically 
differentiated affix-functions are too close 
to each other phonetically to be easily kept 
distinct : e.g., vitrerie, vitreria ; homanitk, 
homanite ; cannonada, colonnade, etc. 

3. W hereas some affix derivatives bear a 
close resemblance to full international 
words, the learner is often at a loss in the 
absence of guidance in respect to two 
important points : (a) he does not know 
whether he is justified in using an inter¬ 
national form like development for which 
Occidentalists often use developation ; (b) 
he does not know how far he is safe in 
a PPlying any one of a large number of 
affixes whose functions are either too vague 
or too comprehensive. 



SOME WEAK POINTS OF OCCIDENTAL 

SUMMARIZED 


We have received the following notes from 
Prof. W. E. Collinson, M.A., Ph. D., 
Professor of German, and John Buchanan 
Lecturer in Esperanto, University of 
Liverpool. In a covering letter he writes : 

“The more I look into Occidental the more 
preposterous its loudly trumpeted claims 
appear to me. In the name of internationality 
it admits a number of irregularities and 
anomalies which render it totally unsuitable 
for the non-linguist or even the non-Romance 
linguist, and yet side by side with its inter¬ 
nationalizing tendencies it is continually 
admitting “logically derived ” forms such as 
are found in the other constructed languages, 
in which latter, however, they are integrated 
into a well-conceived and logically defensible 
system. In Occidental the non-linguist is 
bewildered by the profusion of national 
complexities ; and the linguist is bewildered 
by lack of knowledge as to when an inter¬ 
national full word is admissible, and when 

not." 

Phonology (Sounds and their pronunciation). 

). Retention of the sounds 6 or ce and ŭ 
or y represented by eu and y respectively, 
both difficult for the Englishman to acquire 
and pronounce correctly. 

2. Existence of final c1, g, b, e.g., ad, flag, 
tub, which German speakers are apt to 
devoice, thus necessitating a special 
warning. 

3. Absence of any clear-cut, universally 
applicable principle of stressing. The rule 
in respect to the stressing of the vowel 
before the last consonant of a word is 
qualified by specifically excepting the plural 
ending -s, the adverbial ending -men, 
and four suffixes {-bit, -ie, -in, -id). Even 
that complication is not enough, for a large 
number of words which break the stress- 
rule have to be provided with special 
accentual marks. 

It will no doubt be claimed that this 
elasticity is justified by the desirability of 
conforming with international pronuncia¬ 
tion. If so, we may fairly ask for a ruling 
as to incredibil, visibil, astronomie ; for if 
pronounced according to the above rule 
they do not conform with English usage. 

Orthography (Spelling). 

1. The differentiation of the several sounds 
designated by the same letter is a burden 


and a nuisance to many learners. The 
worst offenders are c (pronounced ts before 
e, i, y, and k before a, o, u) ; g (pronounced 
; before e, i, y, and g before a, o, u) ; 5 

(pronounced s initially, but z medially) ; 
and ch (which appears to be distributed 
between the sounds in church, machine, 
and loch). 

2. The ridiculous complication of using 
double consonants, especially reprehensible 
in words which have none in the source 
language, e.g., mudde. Bad examples 
are carre, canne, foliettar (in spite of 
feuilleter), mann (as in German, but not as 
in English or Dutch). The patent absurdity 
of this feature has struck even the Occi- 
dentalists themselves, for they are told 
they may, if they prefer, write e.g., colision, 
rap'ort, instead "of collision, rapport, and 
thus infringe their own principle of inter¬ 
nationality. 

Grammar. 

1. The inclusion of an indefinite article 
un will cause considerable difficulty to many 
Slavonic and Finnish speakers, and will 
entail a special set of rules (not so far 
formulated !) for its correct syntactic use. 

2. The use of separate roots for I and me 
(viz., yo and me), thou and thee, we and us, 
etc., causes much unnecessary memorising. 

3. The diversity of infinitive endings 
( arnar, venir, presser), is confusing, as is also 
the irregularity of the present participle 
( amant, venient, pressent). 

4. The conjugational system has not been 
thoroughly thought out, for (a) the same 
form is used for both the past (finite) tense 
and the past participles active and passive ; 
[b) the flexionless form of the verb (ama) 
indicates the present indicative, present 
subjunctive, and yet (c) the polite imperative 
is formed by pies with the infinitive in -r ; 
(d) if the flexionless form is used for the 
“present subjunctive” one may well ask 
what is the specific function of the expanded 
tense, called “optative” : yo mey amar. 

W or d-f or mation. 

1. There is a notable lack of precision on 
the one hand, and on the other an excessive 
and confusing (because inconsistent and 
unequal) use of certain affixes, of which the 
following are a few instances :—

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‘‘HO, MIA KOR’!” IN CHINOOK 

Mr. R. H. Geoghegan, the first British Esperantist, 
writes from Alaska with great appreciation of the 
various versions of Ho, mia Kor' ! that have appeared 
in recent issues of the B.E. He says : 

The Irish version has incited me to try a Chinook 
rendering of Ho mia kor’. Chinook, or rather 
the Chinook “jargon,” as you are probably aware, 
is the old trade-dialect concocted by the Hudson 
Bay folk, the Canadian voyageurs, and the 
circumjacent redskins, for their mutual profit, in 
the Far Northwest. It has about 300 words, and 
these have proved sufficient to enable the Catholic 
missionaries in British Columbia to produce Bible 
Histories, Catechisms, and eke an illustrated 
magazine, in the “language.” Forty years ago, 
when I came out to Washington State, Chinook 
was commonly used in talking with the natives, 
but since the aborigines have taken to radio and 
jazz, it is rapidly dying out. It never extended 
as far north as Alaska, but still nourishes in British 
Columbia and parts of Washington and Oregon. 
It is a jumble of several native dialects, with a 
sprinkling of French and English words, and, like 
all these natural “international” tongues, is 
absolutely destitute of grammar. Here is my 
attempt:— 

Najka tamtam ! Na, kopet majka toto ! 

Sopena helo klahavi tatuŝ. 

Kopa kŭaŝ helo najka skukum alia, 

Najka tamtam ! 

Najka tamtam ! Diet kimta lele mamuk, 

Pus helo najka tolo kopa pajt ? 

Kopet haju ! Pi maŝ klahani toto, 

Najka tamtam ! 

Here is the explication : 

Najka is the Chinook 1st personal pronoun. 

Tamtam is an onomatope for “heart.” There 
is a waterfall near Olympia, the capital of 
Washington State, known as Tnmwater, the 
pulsating w’ater. 

Na is a Ydkima Indian exclamation = French 
void l 

Kopet is Chinook for cease, stop ; some derive 
it from English "go (to) bed ; i.e., get out of my way. 

Majka is the Chinook 2nd personal pronoun. 

Toto is a Chinook onomatope for shake, move. 

Sbpena is the Chinook name for a flea, hence as 
a verb -leap. 

Hilo, a word of unknown origin, = no, not. 

Klahani is Chinook for motion, from the shore 
waterward, hence away, forth. This is just like 
Irish amach — out, which literally means into the 
plain. 

Talŭŝ is Chippewa for breast, bosom. There is 
an island off the coast of Washington State known 
as Tatoosh, from a small hill on it. 

Kopa is Chinook, and deprives Zamenhof of 
credit for the flash of genius that devised the 
indefinite preposition je, for Chinook has had the 
universal preposition kopa from time immemorial. 

Kuaŝ is Chinook for fear. 

Skukum is Salish for strong, able. 

Alta is Chinook for the present time. 

The phrase kopa kŭaŝ najka skukum alia is 
literally against fear not I (am) strong now, in other 
words : jam teni min ne povas mi facile. 

Diet is the French droit in disguise, it means in 
jargon just, forsooth, verily, and the like. 

Kimta is Chinook for the back, hence behind, after. 

Lele is Chinook for a long time. 


Mamuk is the most used word in the jargon, it 
comes from Nootka on Vancouver Island, and 
indicates every form of activity. 

Pus is by some said to be a contraction of English 
suppose, but Dr. Franz Boas, a leading authority 
on native tongues of the U.S.A., avers that it is 
simply the Chinook pos~if. 

Tolo is Kalapuyan for to win a game. 

Pajt is your own word fight. The redskin cannot 
pronounce F. Fish in jargon is piŝ, and fire is paja. 
Pajaŝip — steamboat. 

Haju is Nookta for plenty, much. 

Pi is the universal conjunction, it is the French 
word puis. 

Maŝ, again, is the French marcher. It occurs in 
Alaskan Usonese in the form mush on ! used to 
incense hounds into action, i.e., marchons / Jargon 
uses maŝ in a score of senses, go away, destroy, 
extinguish, carry off, etc.

LOVE LAUGHS AT LANGUAGE BARRIERS 


In The Hundred at Romsey there live an 
English jeweller and his Belgian wife who 

Had their love-letters smuggled in and out 
of Belgium throughout the War : 

Always speak to each other in the 
international language — Esperanto. 

They are Mr. and Mrs. John P. Nix, and 
their courtship was one of the romances of 
t lie Great War. 


I prevailed on them to tell me the full 
storv this week. 

It was at the 1910 International Esperanto 
Congress in Antwerp that this romance 
began. Mr. Nix and Mile. Gabrielle Herickx 
were delegates. 

After the conference they corresponded in 
Esperanto and planned to meet at the 1914 
conference in Paris, and to marry in the 
autumn of that vear. 


But instead of becoming a bridegroom 
Mr. Nix became a soldier. His fiancee was 
then living in Antwerp, where she held a 
secretarial position. 

They determined to keep up corres¬ 
pondence, and did so right through the war. 

Mr. Nix produced from a drawer a letter 
written in Esperanto on a handkerchief. 
It was folded in an envelope made of linen. 

“That was one of the ways we kept in 
touch,” he told me, as he explained that the 
“runner” who brought the letter from 
Antwerp, removed the padding from one 
shoulder of his jacket, and had the linen 
letter sewn in to it. 

“We had many Esperantist friends who 
helped us, and most of our letters went 
through Holland,” Mr. Nix went on. 

“When the electrified barriers of barbed 
wire were put up on the borders, correspond¬ 
ence became a little more difficult, but we 
always overcame the obstacle. Sometimes 
our friends waited for dark or misty nights 
and flew kites over the wire and dropped the 
letters in that way, and sometimes they 
knocked the ends out of barrels, pushed the 
barrels through the wire and then passed 
packages through, or crawled through and 
went on their way under cover of darkness. 

“On another occasion eleven of my letters 
were sewn up in oilskin and secreted in the 
middle of a big tin of paint which went up to 
Antwerp in a barge.” 

Mrs. Nix explained how she received the 
letters in occupied Antwerp. 

“Someone would call at the offices where I 
was working and would whisper ‘To-night 
at eight, Mademoiselle, at -.’ Always 


the address was a different one, but always 
when I called I found a letter from John.” 

When Mr. Nix, as Staff-Sergeant Nix, 
Royal Ordnance Corps, was sent to France, 
the thing became more complicated, for the 
Army censors would not pass correspond¬ 
ence in Esperanto. 

Mr. Nix told an officer of his difficulties, 
and finally had permission for his letters to 
pass the Army censor written in French. 

Mr. Nix, who spoke little French, then 
used to write his letters in Esperanto, take 
them to Calais to be translated into French, 
copy the translations, send them to England, 
and then get friends to forward them to 
Switzerland, where Esperantists did the 
rest and got them through to Mile. Herickx. 

As some of the letters had to be sent 
through the post in the ordinary way, bona- 
fide names and addresses had to be used at 
times. These were provided by Esperantists 
in neutral countries who were in the secret, 
and although the Germans had a host of spies 
who continually made calls at the accom¬ 
modation addresses, the ruse was never 
detected. 

“Many of the runners were detected and 
shot,” Mr. Nix told me. “The runners, on 
their part did not hesitate to shoot when 
cornered, and many sentries on the border 
were murdered.” 

When the war was over Mr. Nix obtained 
ten days’ leave to go to Antwerp to meet his 
fiancee for the first time for over four years, 
and it was in Antwerp that they were 
married a few days later in Antwerp Town 
Hall. 

Mr. and Mrs. Nix came to England in 
April, 1919, and moved to Romsey in 1920 ; 
and it was not only on sentimental grounds 
that they decided to adopt Esperanto as 
their language for conversation between 
themselves. 

Mrs. Nix knew very little English, but 
both were excellent and enthusiastic Esper¬ 
antists, and the adoption of the international 
language seemed the solution. 

While we were talking, the romantic 
couple’s dog bounded into the room. Mrs. 
Nix patted her and whispered to her: 
“Estas io bongusta por vi en la kuirejo.” 

And the dog bounded out again, for she 
knew that meant : “There is something 
good for you in the kitchen.”

4. PRONOUNS. 

A PRONOUN is a word used instead of a 

noun to avoid repetition. 

Pronouns take the Accusative Case (par. 12). 
There are three kinds of pronouns :— 

(a) Personal Pronouns are so called 
because they usually name— 

(1) the person, or persons, speaking 

(First Person). 
mi, I, me ; ni, we, us. 

(2) the person spoken to (Second Person). 
ci, thou ; vi, you. 

(3) the person spoken of (Third Person). 
li, he, him; si, she, her ; ĝi, it ; 

ili, they, them. 

Oni (one, people, they) is an indefinite 
pronoun of the Third Person. 

(b) Relative Pronouns are so called 
because they relate to some word or phrase 


going before, called the antecedent. 

(See Table of Correlative Words, par. 23). 

kio, what, which ; kiu, who, which ; 
kia, what kind ; kies, whose. 

Jen estas la amiko, kiu loĝas kun mi. 

Here is the friend, who dwells with me. 

Tio, kio kuŝas sur la tablo, estas libro. 

That (thing) which lies on the table is a 
book. 

Malproksimaj landoj, kies lingvojn ni ne 
komprenas. 

Distant lands, whose languages we do not 
understand. 

Relative Pronouns are sometimes used 
interrogatively, i.e., to ask questions. When 
so used, they usually relate to a word or 
phrase which is not antecedent, but 
subsequent (following). 

Kio estas piano ? What is a piano ? 

Kia estas la libro ? (Of) What kind is 
the book ? 

Kiu estas vi ? Who are you ? 

Kies libro ĝi estas ? Whose book is it ? 

Kiun vi vidis ? Whom did you see ? 

Note. — Kia and Kiu, when used with 
nouns are really Adjective Pronouns 
(par. 4 (c) ). When so used, they agree 
with the nouns in Number (par. 1) and 
Case (par. 12).

What kind of answer did the mistress give? 

Kiaj bildoj estas sur la muro ? 

What sort of pictures are on the wall ? 

Pri kiuj libro j vi parolas ? 

About which books are you speaking ? 

When used as Relative Pronouns, Kia 
and Kiu agree with their antecedents in 
Number only. Their case (and the case of 
Kio) depends upon their work in their own 
particular phrases. 

Mi dankas vin pro la kartoj, kiujn vi 
sendis al mi. 

I thank you for the cards you sent me. 

Mi prenos la robojn, tiajn, kiaj ili estas. 

I will take the dresses such as they are.
